The weſt Empire flouriſhed for a time, firſt in 
France, and afterwards in Germanie; and'the moſt 
apparant cauſe whereby it was broken and beaten 
downe, wasthe abſolute & ynlimited power, which 
the Biſhops of Rome challenged, principally in Ec- 
cl:fialticall affaires,and conſequently inall. For, by 
entitling chemſclues the Yicars of Ieſus Chritt « the 
Spouſe of the Church; rhe Soucraigne Biſhop, and 
Prince of all others; the Maifters and Lords of all 
the world; (for theſe are the titles which /nwocent 
the third, Boniface the eight, Clement the fifth and 
divers others haue aſſumed)by cxempring alſo both 
the perſons and goods of alt the Clergie, fr ſecular _ 
ſubicRion ; and by binding all men to their obedi- 
ence,in matters which concerne the ſoule;they have 
alwaies been able to ſticre vp, not onlic weightie 
warres againſt che Emperovurs, but alſo moſt fliffe 
and ynnarural rebellions.

ring thereof is annexed,as aright of Maieſtie; to the 
raigne power; whetherit be ſerled inaKing;or 
inthe Nobilicie,or inthe people. For,ſceingreligion 
commandeth the conſcience, and holdeth the foule 
in fubicion;if ſupremacie therin be acknowledged 
co be in a forren Prince, the ſinewes of domeſtiU 
foucraigatic are cut in ſunder. You have brought 
certaine examples of dangerous conſequence,when 
cicher ftrangers or ſubicts have bin followed forre- 
ligion. Youſhewedy for auoiding the like dangers, 
ewo policies were angiently obſerued; one confiſted 
incxcluding external ceremotues & rites;the other, 
in ſerling the gouernmenrfor matters in-reljgion,in 
the ſupreame power and authority in the State. That 
this laſt was ;caflife among the Jewes, Zgyptians 
& indiuers other countries. In the foure great Mo- 
narghies alſo, .of Aſſyria,of Perſia, of Grzcia, and of 
Rome, Of Rome (you ſay) firſt, vnderthe gouern- 
fot Kings ; ſecondly,inthe popular fiate; thitd- 
ly Miger Heathen Emperours;and laftly;(for a good 
ſpace)vnder Chriſtian Emperors; who in matters of 
circuraſtance and of cxternal forme inreligion, both 
vſcd,and were acknowledged t@ have ſupreame au- 
thoritic : of whoſe lawes, diuers were afterwards ci- 
ther aſſumed by Popes, or attributed vaco them. 
Concerning matters ot ſubſtance, and of internall 
forme, they aſſembled generall Councels; wherein 
they held the Primacie ; and confirmed the aRs of 
them by Imperiall decree. You declared alſo, tbac 
when Conftantinople was aduanced to be the head 
ofthe Empire, Riffe firife did ariſe betwixt the Bi- 
ſhops of Conſtantinople and: of Rome, whether. 


ſhould be greateſt; that nes Ty > - 
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che Church of Conftantinople; but atthelaf, 
Boniface obtained of the Emperour Phocas, tharth 
Sea of Rome ſhould bethe chicfe of all other Churx- 
ches. This you accounran errour in-government, 
ſettle a power of ſo high qualitie, ina placefarre di- 
ant from the principall tirength of the Empire. For 
hereby the Biſhops ofRome did grow to ſuch great- 
nefſe, thar they drew the welt part of the Empireto 
regolt; and leftthe refidue for apray to the barba- 
rous Infidels, Laſtly you haue ſhewed, that the Bi- 
ſhops of Rome, aduancing their authGritic by de- 
grees, haue been of power, co reduce the welt Em- 
pireto afecble ſtate; and to hakd, notthe Emperour 
alonegbur all the chiefe Kings in Europe, either as 
vaſſals oras tributaries to their Sea. Generally, thar 
they haue challenged Soueraigne iuriſdiftion over 
all Kingdomes and Common-wealthes in the 
world : whereby they haue caſt divers countries,and 
among others this Realme of England into deſpe- 
rate diſtrefles, 
Now, before anſwere ſhould be offred to all 
ſeverall points,I would think it fir, (vnder the Me 
of better Iudgements) to rake ſome reaſonable re. 
ſpite to aduiſe vpon them; becauſe queſtions of this 
high nature, arenotalwates the ſame which fodain- 
ly they ſeeme: and he bewrayeth too great opiaion 
of his owne ſufficiencie, who preſently will vnder- 
take a controuerhie of this weight. But, if Chriſt
